To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  of  Stretford  for  the  year  1967. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  resident  population  of 
the  Borough  at  mid-year  1967  was  60,010,  a  decrease  of  140 
on  the  estimate  for  the  previous  year.  The  slow  decline  in  the 
population  from  the  estimated  Census  figure  in  1951  of  61,874 
continues  and  it  seems  that  this  trend  will  continue  for  a 
further  number  of  years  before  the  population  figure  becomes 
stabilised. 

Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
1,074,  a  drop  of  64  on  the  previous  year  ;  of  the  1,074  births 
556  were  boys  and  518  girls.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  per 
thousand  of  the  estimated  population  was  18-3,  the  national 
average  for  England  and  Wales  being  17-2. 

There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  illegiti¬ 
mate  births  occurring  during  the  year  compared  with  previous 
years  ;  157  being  born  in  1967,  132  in  1966  and  134  during 
1965.  This  figure  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  total  live  births 
is  14-6%  which  is  very  much  higher  than  the  national  average. 
Expressed  in  what  is  perhaps  a  more  meaningful  way,  one  in 
every  seven  children  born  during  the  year  was  born  out  of 
wedlock. 

The  number  of  still  births  recorded  was  12,  giving  a  still 
birth  rate  of  1 1  per  thousand  total  births. 

Death  Rate 

The  adjusted  death  rate  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population  was  13-9,  very  similar  to  the  rate  for  previous  years. 
The  average  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11-2  per 
thousand  population. 

There  was  a  total  of  699  deaths  during  the  year,  327  males 
and  328  females.

The  table  on  page  twenty  of  the  report  in  which  the  various 
causes  of  death  are  listed  again  shows  the  main  killing  diseases 
to  be  cardio-vascular  conditions  and  cancer.  Coronary  artery 
disease  alone  accounted  for  1 69  deaths  or  approximately  25  % 
of  the  total,  again  underlining  the  fact  that  this  is  the  most 
important  disease  from  a  mortality  point  of  view  especially  in 
the  male  sex,  and  showing  that  very  little  impact  is  being  made 
in  preventing  the  condition. 

As  far  as  Cancer  is  concerned  neoplasms  associated  with  the 
respiratory  system  were  the  most  frequent  cause  of  death. 
There  would  appear  however  to  be  some  levelling  off  of  the 
incidence  of  this  disease  as  far  as  the  local  population  is 
concerned  albeit  at  the  very  high  level  of  approximately  40 
deaths  per  annum.  The  national  incidence  is  however  still 
going  up  so  that  the  position  is  still  very  disturbing.  It  seems 
that  in  spite  of  the  not  inconsiderable  efforts  which  have  been 
made  in  the  past  decade  to  encourage  people  to  change  their 
smoking  habits  very  little  success  has  been  achieved. 

It  is  very  sad  to  report  that  during  the  year  12  women  died 
from  cancer  of  the  breast  and  eight  from  cancer  of  the  uterus. 
It  is  reasonably  certain  that  a  number  of  these  deaths  could 
have  been  avoided  if  an  early  diagnosis  had  been  made. 
Facilities  for  the  routine  examination  of  women  for  these 
conditions  are  available  at  the  Local  Health  Authority  Clinics 
within  the  Borough  but  it  is  by  no  means  easy  to  encourage  the 
at-risk  groups  to  attend  for  this  very  simple  examination. 

It  should  be  noted  that  there  were  10  deaths  attributed  to 
to  motor  vehicle  accidents,  and  eight  suicides  during  the  year 
under  review. 

Maternal  Mortality 

The  first  maternal  death  since  1960  occurred  during  the  year. 

Infant  Mortality 

The  infant  mortality  rate  for  1967  was  24  per  thousand  live 
births;  26  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  died,  13  of  them 
within  the  first  24  hours  after  birth  and  a  total  of  21  during  the 
first  month. 

The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18-3  per  thousand  live 
births. 

Infectious  Diseases 

No  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  occurred  during 
the  year,  but  there  was  a  very  noticeable  increase  in  the  number 
of  notification  received  for  whooping  cough.  The  annual 
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average  of  notifications  received  for  this  disease  during  the 
past  10  years  was  41  but  during  1967,  150  cases  were  notified. 
Although  it  is  known  that  there  is  an  increased  incidence 
generally  of  whooping  cough,  too  much  significance  should 
not  be  assigned  to  this  sudden  fourfold  increase  locally  since 
a  high  proportion  is  attributable  to  better  notification  occurring 
during  the  year.  This  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Health 
Department  collaborated  in  a  survey  conducted  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  into  the  etiology  of  the  disease  the 
results  of  which  will  be  published  by  the  Laboratory  Service 
when  the  information  ascertained  from  various  parts  of  the 
country  has  been  collated. 

Nevertheless  it  is  a  little  disturbing  to  discover  this  relatively 
high  incidence  of  an  infectious  disease  which  was  thought  to 
have  been  brought  under  control  by  preventive  vaccination. 

The  only  other  disease  giving  a  high  community  incidence 
was  measles,  there  being  a  total  of  438  cases  notified.  It  is 
pleasing  to  record  that  at  the  time  of  writing  measles  vaccine 
has  been  released  for  general  use  and  one  looks  forward 
hopefully  to  the  irradication  of  this  disease  in  the  not  too 
distant  future.  It  seems  that  there  is  no  reason  why  this  should 
not  be  achieved  given  full  co-operation  from  parents. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

I  make  no  excuse  for  returning  to  this  subject  in  my  report 
since  in  spite  of  the  considerable  improvement  which  has  been 
obtained  since  the  introduction  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  it  still 
presents  a  major  environmental  health  problem.  With  the 
increasing  coverage  year  by  year  of  smoke  control  areas,  the 
readings  of  the  various  recording  instruments  situated  within 
the  Borough  have  shown  in  the  main  a  steady  improvement  in 
the  amount  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air.  This  has 
been  achieved  with  considerable  elfort  by  the  health  department 
staff  and  at  considerable  cost  to  the  ratepayers.  I  have  no  doubt 
whatever  that  the  work  and  money  put  into  the  improvement 
of  the  quality  of  the  air  we  breath  is  well  worth  while,  and  offers 
a  good  return  on  investment,  provided  that  the  improvement 
obtained  is  not  nullified  by  an  increase  in  industrial  pollution 
in  the  area.  Industry  is  still  expanding  in  the  surrounding 
district  and  although  everything  possible  is  done  to  control, 
with  a  fair  degree  of  success,  smoke  emissions  from  industrial 
stacks,  up  to  date  very  little  has  been  achieved  in  dealing  with 
the  invisible  gases  which  are  probably  a  more  important 
health  hazard  than  smoke.  One  must  record  grave  disappoint¬ 
ment  at  the  attitude  of  the  central  government  to  this  perplexing 
problem  of  sulphur  dioxide  pollution  especially  in  those 
industrial  zones  where  pollution  from  this  irritant  gas  is 
already  considerable. 
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At  the  time  of  writing  the  findings  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  on  the  public  enquiry  into  the  proposed 
extension  of  the  Shell  Chemical  Works  at  Carrington  have  just 
been  made  public. 


This  important  public  enquiry  at  which  there  was  consider¬ 
able  opposition  to  the  proposals  put  forward  by  the  Shell  Co. 
Ltd.,  by  local  authorities,  owner-occupier  associations. 
National  Farmers’  Union,  hospital  authorities,  general 
practitioners,  and  individual  members  of  the  public,  was  held 
in  February  and  March  1968,  and  extended  over  a  period  of 
two  weeks.  It  is  therefore  most  disappointing  to  learn  that  the 
development  has  been  allowed  to  proceed  without  any  con¬ 
cession  whatsoever  being  made  to  the  objectors.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  that  the  permitting  of  this  development  without 
safeguards  must  increase  the  sulphur  dioxide  fall-out  in  the 
surrounding  district,  a  district  which  already  has  more  than  its 
fair  share  of  this  type  of  pollution.  To  depend  entirely  on  the 
disposal  of  noxious  fumes  from  a  high  stack  in  order  to  lower 
the  ground  level  concentration,  although  a  palliative,  is  by  no 
means  an  answer  to  the  problem  and  this  apparently  is  the 
only  method  of  dealing  with  the  problem  that  the  Minister  is 
prepared  to  accept. 


In  this  day  and  age  dilution  by  dispersal  is  just  not  good 
enough  for  densely  populated  industrial  zones.  As  was  reason¬ 
ably  argued  by  the  local  authorities’  representatives  at  the 
public  enquiry,  if  development  of  this  kind  must  take  place  in 
the  area,  fuels  with  a  minimal  sulphur  content  should  be  made 
obligatory.  The  alternative  being  the  siting  of  such  plants  in 
areas  where  very  little  health  risk  would  arise. 


It  is  not  disputed  that  technically  sulphur  can  be  removed 
from  fuel  oil  before  use,  the  only  argument  used  against  the 
procedure  being  that  of  cost.  The  economics  of  disulphurization 
of  fuel-oils  are  very  confusing,  and  reliable  figures  difficult  to 
obtain,  but  one  thing  is  very  apparent,  that  in  doing  the  sums 
no  account  is  taken  of  the  damage  to  the  human  organism,  to 
materials,  fabric  and  vegetation,  by  releasing  sulphurous  gases 
into  the  atmosphere. 


Surely  it  is  time  that  some  definite  preventive  action  was 
taken  in  this  field  other  than  dispersal,  and  a  very  useful  start 
could  be  made  by  setting  maximum  standards  of  sulphur 
content  for  all  fuels  used  by  industry  in  densely  populated 
areas,  where  the  health  risk  is  high.  Legislation  is  surely  needed 
to  deal  with  the  problem.

Housing 

Priority  allocation  of  housing  for  health  reasons  continued 
to  be  dealt  with  by  confidential  report  from  the  family  doctor 
along  with  special  investigation  by  members  of  the  Health 
Department  staff. 

During  the  year  201  cases  were  assessed  of  which  138 
warranted  some  degree  of  priority  on  health  grounds. 

A  high  proportion  of  the  applicants  asking  for  special 
consideration  for  health  reasons  were  elderly  persons  in  need  of 
ground  floor  accommodation.  In  this  context  it  is  pleasing  to 
report  that  a  further  34  homes  in  a  warden  attachment  scheme 
were  completed  during  the  year.  The  only  criticism  of  this 
recently  completed  development  is  that  like  its  predecessors 
half  of  the  accommodation  is  on  second  floor  level,  without  the 
facility  of  a  lift.  This  makes  the  selection  of  tenants  a  little 
difficult,  since  needy  cases,  who  because  of  their  physical 
disability  cannot  be  accommodated  in  other  than  ground  floor 
accommodation,  cannot  be  offered  a  tenancy.  When  less 
handicapped  persons  are  accommodated  in  this  special  type  of 
accommodation,  due  to  the  absence  of  lifts,  it  gives  rise  to 
some  disquiet  and  misunderstanding  amongst  those  who  appear 
to  have  been  passed  over  by  the  Selection  Committee.  It  is 
important  that  any  future  scheme  of  this  type  must  either  be 
entirely  ground  floor  accommodation  or  suitable  lifts  must  be 
installed  to  serve  the  upper  floors. 
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PERSONAL  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  SERVICES 


Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

The  Child  Welfare  Centres  administered  by  the  Health 
Committee  were  again  well  attended  during  the  year,  14,391 
attendances  were  made  compared  with  13,678  during  the 
previous  year.  The  medical  supervision  of  the  developing  child 
carried  out  by  the  staff  at  Infant  Welfare  Centres  is  still  a  very 
necessary  part  of  the  National  Health  Service,  and  this  work, 
combined  with  the  considerable  amount  of  health  education 
undertaken  at  the  Centres,  makes  their  contribution  to  health 
invaluable.  It  is  rather  difficult  to  see  how  this  volume  of  work 
could  be  transferred  to  the  general  practitioner  who  is  already 
overloaded,  especially  in  the  industrial  north,  as  is  being 
canvassed  in  certain  quarters. 

There  is  still  a  very  high  demand  for  nursery  placement  by 
working  mothers  within  the  Borough.  It  was  most  unfortunate 
that  during  the  year  34  places  were  lost  owing  to  the  unavoid¬ 
able  sudden  closure  of  Victoria  Park  Day  Nursery,  due  to 
structural  instability.  The  reduction  of  day  nursery  places  from 
146  to  112  has,  of  course,  accentuated  the  problem  of  catering 
for  non-priority  cases,  giving  rise  to  increasing  discontent 
amongst  the  many  applicants.  It  must  be  pointed  out  however 
that  up  to  date  no  serious  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  the 
placement  of  priority  cases  on  medical  or  social  grounds.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  the  percentage  of  social  cases  attending  the 
day  nurseries  was  63  %. 

Family  Planning 

During  the  year  medical  and  nursing  staff  received  special 
training  in  family  planning  procedures  and  in  November  a 
Local  Authority  Family  Planning  Clinic  was  opened  at  Lostock 
Health  Centre.  Unfortunately  due  to  a  policy  decision  of  the 
Local  Health  Authority  the  service  is  limited  to  women  who 
require  advice  for  health  reasons.  This  limitation  of  the  service 
makes  the  administration  of  the  clinic  difficult  and  by  no  means 
meets  the  needs  of  the  local  population. 

Those  requiring  advice  for  social  reasons  have  to  be  referred 
to  clinics  administered  by  the  Family  Planning  Association 
which  entails  a  considerable  journey  and  puts  the  patient  to 
great  inconvenience.  There  is  surely  a  very  strong  case  for 
providing  a  comprehensive  family  planning  service  when 
trained  personnel  and  clinic  facihties  are  available.  The  social 
and  economic  arguments  for  the  establishment  of  an  adequate 
comprehensive  family  planning  service  seem  to  me  to  be 
incontrovertible. 
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In  auotlier  part  of  the  report  I  have  referred  to  the  high 
illegitimate  birth  rate  in  the  Borough  ;  one  in  every  seven 
pregnancies  ;  compared  with  the  national  average  of  one  in  12. 
If  one  adds  to  this  the  number  of  children  conceived  before 
marriage  and  legitimised  by  the  subsequent  marriage  of  the 
parents  the  problem  is  obviously  formidable.  How  many  of 
these  marriages  would  not  have  taken  place  but  for  the 
unplanned  pregnancy  ?  This  is  surely  not  the  best  foundation 
for  a  stable  marriage.  It  does  seem  that  if  the  present  high 
incidence  of  illegitimate  births  is  going  to  be  lowered,  contra¬ 
ceptive  advice  to  the  unmarried  is  necessary.  It  is  realised  that 
this  is  a  most  controversial  subject,  but  we  surely  cannot  remain 
much  longer  with  our  heads  in  the  sand,  and  keep  hoping  that 
the  position  will  somehow  or  other  improve  spontaneously. 

Leaving  the  question  of  advice  to  the  unmarried,  which  is  a 
highly  emotive  subject,  there  is  surely  no  valid  argument  why 
a  married  couple  who  wish  to  space  their  family  for  personal 
reasons  should  not  be  able  to  receive  the  necessary  advice.  It 
is  estimated  that  somewhere  between  75%  and  65%  of  all 
pregnancies  are  unplanned.  Fortunately  a  proportion  of  these 
accidental  births  turn  out  satisfactorily,  but  in  many  the 
consequences  are  not  so  fortunate  for  the  parents,  the  child,  or 
other  siblings.  Can  it  be  argued  that  these  unplanned  preg¬ 
nancies  are  beneficial  to  society  as  a  whole  ? 

One  other  important  factor  must  be  taken  into  consideration, 
when  a  family  planning  service  is  under  discussion,  namely  that 
of  back-street  abortion  with  its  attendant  risks  to  the  mother. 
It  is  not  easy  to  get  a  true  figure  for  the  number  performed  in 
this  country  but  it  is  thought  that  approximately  100,000  per 
year  take  place.  No  doubt  this  figure  will  be  reduced  consider¬ 
ably  in  the  years  ahead  now  that  the  new  therapeutic  abortion 
act  is  on  the  statute  book,  but  why  should  women  have  to  be 
subjected  to  this  operation,  legal  or  otherwise,  following  an 
unwanted  pregnancy  when  with  present  knowledge  properly 
disseminated,  the  pregnancy  could  have  been  so  easily  pre¬ 
vented. 

Lastly  and  probably  of  major  importance  is  the  so-called 
“  population  explosion.”  A  forward  projection  of  present 
trends  indicates  that  the  world  population  will  have  nearly 
doubled  by  the  end  of  this  century,  from  3,000  million  to  6,000 
million  people.  Although  the  proportional  increase  in  this 
country  is  not  likely  to  be  so  high,  it  is  nevertheless  increasing 
at  the  rate  of  300,000  every  year.  It  is  estimated  that  unless 
some  action  is  taken  there  will  be  approximately  15  million 
more  people  in  England  and  Wales  to  support  by  the  year 
2001.  The  birth  rate  is  now  declining  in  this  country  mainly 
due  to  the  exertions  of  the  voluntary  Family  Planning 
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Association,  but  it  docs  seem  that  tlieir  efTorts  must  be  rein¬ 
forced  by  the  National  Health  Service  if  advice  on  family 
planning  is  going  to  be  available  to  all  those  who  want  it.  As 
it  was  put  by  a  medical  officer  at  a  recent  conference — “If  it 
is  accepted  that  the  provision  of  glasses  and  dentures  is  an 
essential  part  of  a  health  service,  on  what  grounds  can  the 
provision  of  family  planning  services  be  excluded.” 

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers 

During  the  year  27  unmarried  mothers  were  admitted  to 
mother  and  baby  homes,  compared  with  19  during  the  previous 
year.  The  cost  of  this  provision  to  the  Local  Authority  in  direct 
cash  payments  to  the  agencies  administering  the  mother  and 
baby  homes  amounted  to  £1,286. 

Health  Visiting  Service 

Recruitment  to  this  service  has  been  at  its  lowest  level  for 
many  years  and  the  present  staffing  position  is  quite  inadequate 
to  meet  its  commitments.  At  the  end  of  the  year  only  nine 
trained  health  visitors  were  in  post,  against  an  establishment 
of  15,  and  with  an  ever  increasing  work-load  especially  in  the 
Old  Trafford  district,  this  meant  very  heavy  duties  for  the 
existing  staff,  and  the  establishing  of  priorities  in  the  field.  This 
chronic  shortage  of  health  visitors  does  mean  that  the  service 
must  be  curtailed  quite  often  in  most  important  spheres  of 
activity,  e.g.  health  education  tends  to  be  limited  and  although 
a  considerable  amount  was  done  in  schools  during  the  year, 
nothing  like  the  programme  that  should  be  mounted,  could  be 
arranged.  One  would  like  to  see  the  health  visitor  being  able 
to  devote  much  more  time  to  tracing  and  encouraging  parents 
who  do  not  avail  themselves  of  immunisation  and  other 
preventive  procedures,  freely  available  either  at  the  Local 
Authority  Clinic  or  from  their  own  doctor.  If  the  recruitment 
of  health  visitors  is  going  to  remain  as  difficult  in  the  future, 
further  thought  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  reorientation  of 
their  duties  with  less  specialised  workers  taking  over  more 
work.  This  is  of  course  already  being  carried  out  to  some 
extent  by  the  employment  of  clinic  and  school  nurses,  whose 
sphere  of  activity  will  have  to  be  extended. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination 

It  is  disturbing  to  find  the  very  low  percentage  of  children 
presenting  for  vaccination  and  immunisation.  The  present 
figure  is  much  too  low  to  be  an  adequate  safeguard  against 
communal  infection,  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  improve 
the  position,  but  without  much  better  co-operation  from 
parents  it  is  going  to  be  very  difficult  to  get  the  percentage  up 
to  the  safety  mark  of  75%. 
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There  are  of  course  certain  factors  within  the  Borough 
population  which  influence  the  position.  In  recent  years  there 
has  tended  to  be  an  increase  in  the  movement  of  the  population 
especially  in  the  Old  Trafford  district  which  makes  it  difficult 
for  a  depleted  health  visitor  team  to  have  the  influence  they 
might  otherwise  have.  There  has  also  been  a  considerable 
growth  in  the  immigrant  population  of  the  Borough  with  its 
attendant  difficulties  of  communication. 

Prevention  of  Illness — Care  and  After  Care 
Cervical  Cytology 

At  the  cervical  cytology  clinic,  480  women  were  examined 
during  the  year  and  three  positive  smears  found.  Forty-six 
of  the  women  examined  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  other 
conditions  in  need  of  treatment  and  were  referred  to  their 
general  practitioner. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  we  are  still  unable  to  interest  the 
majority  of  high-risk  patients  in  this  simple  procedure.  It  has 
been  firmly  established  that  those  ladies  belonging  to  the 
Registrar  General’s  Social  Class  IV  and  V,  especially  those 
who  have  married  young  and  have  had  large  families,  are  more 
prone  to  the  disease.  Other  than  taking  the  service  to  the 
patient  it  is  difficult  to  see  what  more  can  be  done  to  encourage 
more  interest  in  this  screening  test.  A  number  of  Authorities 
do  provide  a  domiciliary  service,  the  actual  smears  being  taken 
by  specially  trained  nurses,  and  this  probably  offers  the  best 
chance  of  dealing  with  the  main  at-risk  groups,  although  it 
does  not  offer  a  satisfactory  accompanying  medical  exami¬ 
nation. 

Geriatric  Clinic 

The  clinic  at  Lostock  Health  Centre  continued  to  operate 
during  the  year  and  offered  a  medical  check-up  of  selective 
elderly  persons. 

the  main  purpose  of  the  clinic  was  to  supplement  the  work 
of  the  general  practitioner  and  carrying  out  a  mainly  preventive 
and  diagnostic  function.  After  full  medical  examination  a 
report  is  forwarded  to  the  general  practitioner  who  takes  the 
necessary  therapeutic  action  if  deemed  to  be  desirable. 

In  addition  to  a  check  on  physical  and  mental  condition,  any 
social  factors  affecting  the  patient  are  investigated  and  this  is 
particularly  useful  where  old  people  are  living  alone. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  examinations  carried  out  was 
202  ;  169  patients  attended,  146  females  and  23  males.  Of  the 
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169  patients  attending  for  the  first  time  37  were  referred  by 
General  Practitioners  and  132  by  Health  Visitors  and  other 
Health  and  Welfare  Department  workers. 

Pathological  conditions  were  found  in  1 17  patients  (69%)  as

Home  Help  Service 


There  was  a  slight  fall  in  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  by 
this  service  compared  with  the  previous  year,  which  may 
indicate  a  levelling-off  of  demand,  which  has  tended  to  increase 
each  year  over  the  past  decade.  I  think  it  more  likely  however 
that  the  service  is  governed  to  some  extent  by  the  ability  to 
recruit  home  helps,  in  an  area  where  the  demand  for  female 
labour  is  extremely  high. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1 8 1  part-time  home  helps  and  two  full¬ 
time  helps  were  employed  equal  to  a  whole  time  equivalent 
of  87.  During  the  previous  year  the  staff  consisted  of  a  whole 
time  equivalent  of  92  home  helps. 

The  total  number  of  cases  attended  was  696,  a  decrease  of 
79  from  the  previous  year  ;  of  the  696  persons  attended  595 
were  over  the  age  of  65. 

In  addition  to  the  day  work  carried  out  237  evening  visits 
were  made  to  elderly  persons  living  alone. 

Welfare  Services 

Under  delegatory  powers  the  Borough  Council  is  responsible 
for  the  day  to  day  administration  of  the  various  schemes 
promoted  under  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948  to  assist  the 
substantially  and  permanently  physically  handicapped,  the 
blind,  and  the  deaf.  A  voluntary  register  of  physically  handi¬ 
capped  persons  other  than  blind  and  deaf  is  maintained  by  the 
department  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  161  persons  were 
registered.  An  increase  of  seven  from  1966.  Alterations  and 
adaptations  to  the  homes  of  the  permanently  handicapped  were 
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carried  out  free  of  charge  for  12  registered  persons  to  try  to 
alleviate  the  effects  of  their  disabilities.  Seaside  holidays  were 
arranged  for  17  persons  and  1  should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the 
work  done  by  the  welfare  staff  in  arranging  and  supervising 
these  holidays  for  the  very  severely  handicapped.  Persons  going 
on  such  holidays  have  to  be  accompanied  and  the  staff  have 
always  willingly  agreed  to  assist  whenever  possible. 

It  would  be  fitting  at  this  point  to  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  services  rendered  in  this  welfare  field  by  the  late  Miss 
Wilcockson  who  was  Occupational  Therapist  to  the  department 
for  eight  years  and  unfortunately  died  in  September  1967.  She 
was  an  enthusiastic  worker  for  the  handicapped,  and  showed 
great  compassion  for  those  not  so  well  equipped  for  life  as 
others. 

Welfare  services  for  the  elderly  showed  no  new  development 
during  the  year.  The  Meals-on-Wheels  Service  provided  by  the 
W.R.V.S.  continued  to  meet  a  high  demand  and  it  was  not 
always  easy  to  provide  a  sufficient  number  of  voluntary 
workers  to  man  the  service.  Vehicle  drivers  in  particular  have 
not  been  easy  to  find  which  meant  that  an  undue  proportion  of 
the  work  fell  to  the  few  willing  and  enthusiastic  workers.  Great 
credit  must  be  given  to  this  group  of  ladies  who  turn  out 
regularly  in  all  weathers,  giving  up  a  large  proportion  of  their 
day  to  ensure  that  a  nourishing  hot  meal  is  delivered  to  those 
in  need. 

During  the  year  10,152  meals  were  delivered. 

The  three  luncheon  clubs  financed  by  the  Local  Authority 
and  staffed  by  voluntary  labour  continued  to  carry  out  useful 
work  during  the  year,  but  the  attendances  particularly  at  the 
Club  serving  the  Old  Trafford  area  were  disappointing.  It  is 
rather  difficult  to  ascertain  why  more  elderly  people  do  not 
avail  themselves  of  this  cheap  hot  mid-day  meal,  which  it  is 
fairly  certain  would  contribute  to  the  maintenance  of  health  of 
those  elderly  citizens  who  tend  to  have  a  nutrition  problem 
because  they  are  disinclined  to  cook  adequately  for  themselves 
due  to  apathy,  or  insufficient  money. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  report  my  appreciation  of  the 
help  I  have  received  from  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
throughout  the  year  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report,  and 
I  offer  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  my  sincere  thanks  for  your  encouragement  and 
support  during  the  year.

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  Stretford  residents  recorded 
by  the  Registrar-General  is  699  (see  table  on  page  20). 


423  deaths  were  registered  in  the  Borough  during  the  year, 
including  41  deaths  of  non-residents  which  were  transferred 
to  their  appropriate  registration  areas  :  317  Stretford  residents 
died  outside  the  district.  The  net  number  of  deaths  of 
Stretford  residents  (occurring  within  or  outside  the  district) 
was,  therefore,  699.

Water,  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  sanitary  circumstances  of 
the  area  relating  to  water  supply,  drainage  and  sewerage. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

The  Local  Authority  for  the  prevention  of  pollution  of 
rivers  and  streams  is  the  Mersey  Rivers  Board.  The  rivers 
and  streams  in  the  Borough  have  been  kept  under  observation 
by  the  District  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

The  effluent  from  the  Stretford  Sewage  Works  discharges 
into  the  Kickety  Brook  and  eventually  into  the  River  Mersey. 
Examination  of  the  effluent  is  carried  out  systematically  by 
the  Mersey  Rivers  Board. 

The  sewage  works,  consist  of  preliminary,  primary  and 
biological  treatment  methods  with  separate  sludge  digestion 
and  drying  to  deal  with  an  ultimate  flow  of  14,400,000  gallons 
per  day.

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Milk  Supply 

There  are  now  no  dairy  farms  within  the  Borough. 

The  control  of  milk  production  is  now  the  responsibility 
of  the  National  Agricultural  Advisory  Service,  a  branch  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960 

The  number  of  dealers’  licences  in  respect  of  prepacked 
milk  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  119. 

Milk  Samples 

Thirty-five  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and  all  satisfied  the  methylene 
blue  and  phosphatase  tests  for  keeping  quality  and  efficiency 
of  pasteurisation. 

Adulteration 

The  Administration  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955, 
Sections  9,  13  and  14  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
(Rivers  Board  and  General  Powers)  Act,  1938,  the  Milk  and 
Cream  Regulations  and  the  Condensed  and  Dried  Milk 
Regulations  is  carried  out  by  this  Authority. 

During  the  year  140  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Salford 
City  Analyst  (public  analyst  for  the  Borough)  for  examination. 
They  comprised  34  milk,  1  ice-cream,  1 5  drugs,  and  90  other 
foods. 

Ten  samples  were  adversely  reported  upon,  five  were  minor 
irregularities  in  labelling  ;  the  manufacturers  were  notified  and 
the  labels  altered.  Three  were  the  result  of  complaints — mould 
on  unsalted  butter,  cigarette  filter  tip  in  can  of  steak  and 
kidney  pudding,  and  an  earwig  in  a  sponge  cake.  The  other 
two  were  foreign  bodies  found  in  informal  samples  submitted 
to  the  Public  Analyst — mites  in  demerara  sugar  and  a  steel 
turning  in  a  carton  of  dried  onions.  Warning  letters  were  sent 
to  the  manufacturers  in  each  case. 

During  the  year  there  were  five  prosecutions  : — 

Section  27  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1959.  Dirty  milk 
bottle.  Fined  £50  and  costs. 

Section  2  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955.  Mould  on  cheese. 
Fined  £5  and  costs  ;  piece  of  metal  in  luncheon  meat.  Fined 
£25  and  costs ;  piece  of  plaster  in  malt  loaf.  Fined  £5  and  costs. 

Pesticide  Residue  in  Food  Survey 

Eight  samples  were  submitted  under  the  National  Survey 
and  three  under  the  local  survey.  The  results  obtained  were 
below  any  recommended  standards  or  tolerance  levels  in 
existence  in  other  countries.

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SECTION  F. 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

The  table  on  page  40  gives  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
infectious  disease.  There  has  been  no  serious  epidemic,  the 
notifications  and  the  mortality  approximating  to  the  average 
for  the  past  ten  years. 

The  clinical  type  of  scarlet  fever  continues  to  be  mild. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  for  the  sixteenth  year. 

Whilst  the  complete  absence  of  diphtheria  for  the  sixteenth 
year  in  succession  is  a  very  satisfying  experience,  it  is  feared 
that  there  is  a  danger  of  complacency  leading  to  neglect  of 
immunisation  against  this  dread  disease. 

Antitoxin  is  available  to  all  medical  practitioners  at  Park 
Hospital,  Davyhulme. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria 

This  is  now  a  function  of  the  Health  Committee.  Material 
for  immunisation  is  available  for  use  by  General  Practitioners 
on  application  at  the  Town  Hall,  Stretford. 

Immunisation  is  also  carried  out  at  each  of  the  School 
Clinics  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  in  the  Borough. 

Whooping  Cough  and  Measles 

There  were  no  deaths  from  measles  or  from  whooping  cough. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

One  case  of  puerperal  pyrexia  was  notified. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

No  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  notified. 

Food  Poisoning 

There  were  no  confirmed  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified 
during  the  year.  Two  cases  of  salmonella  infection  were  notified 
but  were  not  considered  to  be  food-borne. 

Dysentery

There  are  no  specific  post-natal  clinics  in  the  Borough  but 
post-natal  examinations  are  carried  out  in  conjuction  with  the 
ante-natal  clinics. 


Child  Welfare  Centres 

Tliere  are  four  child  welfare  clinics  serving  the  Borough  to 
which  mothers  are  encouraged  to  bring  all  children  who  have 
not  reached  the  age  of  five  years.  A  medical  officer  is  available 
for  consultation  at  all  clinics  and  Health  Visitors  are  present 
to  interview  and  advise  mothers  on  all  aspects  of  physical  and 
mental  health. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus,  smallpox  vaccination  and  poliomyelitis  vaccination 
is  available  free. 

Certain  proprietary  foods  arc  on  sale  at  all  centres  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer,  and  the  distribution 
and  sale  of  Ministry  of  Health  Welfare  Foods  is  undertaken. 
These  welfare  foods  comprise  National  Dried  Milk,  Orange 
Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Vitamin  Tablets.

Premature  Infants 

Premature  infants  are  those  who  weigh  lbs.  or  less  at 
birth.  Special  attention  is  given  by  Health  Visitors  to  all 
premature  babies,  working  in  close  liaison  with  the  Midwife  if 
the  confinement  is  at  home.  Special  equipment  is  available 
on  loan  to  assist  in  the  proper  care  of  the  premature  infant 
and  specially  heated  cots  are  used  for  the  transportation  of 
premature  babies  to  hospital.

Day  Nurseries 

Four  day  nurseries  were  provided  in  the  Borough  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  but  owing  to  the  building  being  struc¬ 
turally  unsound,  it  was  found  necessary  to  close  the  Victoria 
Park  Day  Nursery  in  September,  1967.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
three  nurseries  were  operating  and  priority  is  given  to  the 
admission  of  children  regarded  as  social  cases,  usually  when 
the  persons  solely  responsible  for  the  care  of  young  children 
must  of  necessity  go  out  to  earn  a  living.  A  charge  is  made  for 
this  service  according  to  means. 

Number  1  Day  Nursery,  Beresford  Road,  and  Number  5 
Day  Nursery,  Northumberland  Road,  are  designated  as 
Training  Nurseries,  whereby  they  participate  in  the  N.N.E.B.

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Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children 

Officially  the  unmarried  mother  is  entitled  to  similar  services 
and  benefits  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  as  the 
married  mother,  but  these  services  are  not  always  adequate  to 
meet  her  needs.  She  often  requires  special  advice  and  help 
and  this  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visiting  staff. 

Advice  quite  often  required  by  the  unmarried  mother 
includes  such  subjects  as  affihation  orders,  adoption  procedure, 
hostel  accommodation,  before,  during  and  after  confinement, 
placements  of  child  with  foster  parents,  or  placement  in  a 
day  nursery. 

No  Mother  and  Baby  Homes  are  administered  by  the  Local 
Health  Authority  but  the  admission  of  unmarried  mothers  to 
Hostels  is  arranged  through  moral  welfare  societies,  payment 
being  made  on  a  case  basis. 

Under  these  arrangements  27  unmarried  mothers  were 
admitted  to  Mother  and  Baby  Homes  during  the  year  ended

Family  Planning  Clinics 

Women  who  for  health  reasons  require  advice  on  birth 
control  have  previously  been  referred  to  a  family  planning 
clinic  out  of  the  area,  payment  being  made  to  the  voluntary 
association  administering  such  clinics  on  a  case  basis.

The  domiciliary  midwifery  scheme  provides  for  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  whole-time  midwives  who  attend  the  confinements  of 
patients  in  their  own  homes.  Maternity  outfits  are  supplied 
free  to  such  patients. 

The  stalf  establishment  is  for  seven  domiciliary  midwives 
and  a  full  complement  was  employed  by  the  authority  at  the 
end  of  the  year.

Authority,  there  were  15  Midwives  on  the  staff  at  Stretford

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SECTION  24  — HEALTH  VISITING 


The  Council  are  responsible  for  providing  a  service  of 
health  visitors  whose  duties  are  broadly  speaking  that  of 
health  teacher  and  family  adviser. 

Health  Visitors  have  nursing  and  midwifery  qualifications 
in  addition  to  possessing  the  health  visitor’s  certificate  and  are 
specially  equipped  to  deal  with  social  problems.  They  fre¬ 
quently  act  as  the  link  between  the  family  and  the  various 
statutory  and  voluntary  social  services  available  to  them. 

Whilst  health  visitors  are  concerned  with  all  classes  of  the 
community  needing  health  education  or  advice  on  social 
problems  particular  attention  is  given  to  the  care  of  infants  and 
young  children,  the  aged,  the  handicapped,  and  problem 
families.  Health  Visitors  also  attend  regularly  at  ante-natal 
clinics,  relaxation  classes,  child  welfare  centres  and  school 
health  inspections.  Other  duties  carried  out  include  assistance 
with  vaccination  and  immunisation  programmes,  the  carrying 
out  of  special  surveys,  screening  tests  in  connection  with  the 
ascertainment  of  defective  hearing  in  young  children,  and 
enquiries  into  applications  for  admission  to  convalescent 
homes.  This  list  is  not  intended  to  be  comprehensive  but  does 
indicate  the  varied  scope  of  the  work  of  health  visitors. 

The  staff  establishment  provides  for  15  Health  Visitors  but 
there  were  only  nine  employed  at  the  end  of  the  year,  this  being 
due  to  difficulties  in  recruitment  of  staff.  In  addition,  three 
School/Clinic  Nurses  were  employed  to  relieve  Health  Visitors 
by  assisting  in  Chnics  and  Schools.

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SECTION  25  —  HOME  NURSING 


The  Council  are  responsible  for  securing  the  attendance  of 
nurses  on  persons  who  require  nursing  care  in  their  own  homes. 
The  services  of  District  Nurses  are  obtained  through  the 
recommendation  of  general  practitioners,  with  whom  they 
work  in  close  co-operation. 

All  the  District  Nursing  Sisters  employed  are  State  Regis¬ 
tered  Nurses,  most  of  whom  have  undertaken  “  district 
training  ”  for  the  examination  of  the  Queen’s  Institute  of 
District  Nursing. 

Nine  District  Nursing  Sisters  were  employed  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  In  addition,  four  District  Nurses  were  employed,  as 
well  as  one  full-time  and  one  part-time  Nursing  Auxiliary,  all 
working  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Registered  Nurses.

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Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  is  at  the  present  time 
offered  free  to  all  persons  between  the  ages  of  six  months  and 
forty  years.  In  addition,  doctors  and  their  families,  hospital 
workers,  expectant  mothers,  persons  going  to  visit  or  reside 
outside  Europe,  Canada  or  America,  dental  surgeons  and 
their  staffs  and  families,  nurses  and  public  health  staffs  and 
their  families  are  also  eligible  for  vaccination.  Vaccination 
by  means  of  injections  of  Salk  vaccine  has  now  been  super¬ 
seded  by  the  use  of  Sabin  oral  vaccine,  which  gives  a  greater 
degree  of  protection  against  poliomyelitis.  This  vaccine  is 
administered  by  drops  on  sugar  lumps,  or  on  a  spoon  in  the 
case  of  young  babies,  the  full  course  of  three  doses  being  given 
at  intervals  of  four  to  eight  weeks.  As  with  diphtheria  immu¬ 
nisation  and  smallpox  vaccination  the  work  is  carried  out 
either  at  clinics  or  by  general  practitioners.

Tuberculosis 

The  Health  Visitors  for  the  district  carry  out  domiciliary 
visiting  of  notified  T.B.  cases  and  contacts.  They  work  in 
liaison  with  the  Chest  Physicians  employed  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board  and  attend  at  the  Chest  Clinic  Stretford 
Memorial  Hospital,  on  a  rota  basis. 

Extra  nourishment  may  be  provided  in  certain  circum¬ 
stances  for  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  where  this  is 
recommended  by  the  Chest  Physician,  and  six  persons  re¬ 
ceived  assistance  under  this  scheme  during  the  year.

Health  Education 

The  staff  of  the  Health  Department,  and  in  particular  the 
Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  Health  Visitors,  are 
continuously  engaged  in  this  important  branch  of  preventive 
medicine.  Activities  include  talks  on  health  matters  to 
mothers  attending  the  clinics  and  women’s  organisations. 
Mothercraft  training  is  given  by  Health  Visitors  to  secondary 
schoolgirls. 

Literature  and  posters  on  a  wide  range  of  health  matters 
have  been  distributed  and  exhibited  on  all  suitable  occasions. 
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Cervical  Cytology 

In  conjunction  with  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  a  screening  service  for  women  who  are  at  risk  of  cancer 
of  the  cervix  has  been  established.  Cytological  smears  are 
taken  at  the  Old  Trafford  Clinic  and  forwarded  for  cyto- 
diagnostic  investigation  by  the  hospital  authority.  The  service 
is  limited  by  the  laboratory  facilities  available,  but  the  follow¬ 
ing  table  gives  the  numbers  investigated  during  the  year.

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Convalescent  Home  Care 

Convalescent  Home  Care  is  arranged  in  suitable  cases  on 
the  recommendation  of  a  general  practitioner,  where  the  need 
is  for  a  change  of  environment,  regular  meals  and  rest,  not 
involving  active  medical  treatment.  The  normal  period  of 
recuperative  convalescence  provided  is  two  weeks,  and  appli¬ 
cants  are  assessed  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  involved 
according  to  their  financial  circumstances. 

During  1967,  13  adults  were  admitted  to  Convalescent 
Homes  under  the  scheme,  and  2  pre-school  children,  14  cases 
being  free  of  charge. 

Mothercraft  Training 

Periods  of  Mothercraft  Training  may  be  arranged  in 
approved  cases,  in  residential  homes  where  mothers  can  be 
admitted  with  their  children.  Persons  selected  for  such  train¬ 
ing  are  in  the  main  “  problem  families  ”  or  those  in  danger  of 
becoming  so.  The  normal  period  of  stay  is  thirteen  weeks,  and 
at  these  Homes  mothers  are  helped  in  solving  their  domestic 
problems  and  given  training  in  child  control  and  household 
management.  A  charge  is  made  according  to  means. 

One  mother  with  two  children  was  admitted  to  a  home  under 
this  scheme,  during  1967. 

Loan  of  Nursing  Equipment 

A  quantity  of  nursing  equipment  is  held  in  store  at  Old 
Trafford  Clinic  for  temporary  loan  to  patients  who  are  confined 
or  being  nursed  at  home.  There  is  no  charge  for  this  service.

Laundry  Service 

This  service  is  primarily  designed  to  facilitate  the  care,  in 
their  own  homes,  of  persons,  particularly  the  incontinent, 
aged  and  chronic  sick,  who  might  otherwise  have  to  be  admitted 
to  hospital.

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Patients  are  carefully  selected  and  in  approved  cases  sufficient 
bed  linen  is  supplied  on  loan  to  allow  a  twice  weekly  delivery 
and  collection.  The  laundering  is  undertaken  by  a  hospital 
of  the  West  Manchester  Hospital  Management  Committee  for 
the  local  authority.  In  addition  to  bed  linen,  disposable 
incontinence  pads  are  also  available  to  certain  patients.  This 
service  is  free  of  charge  to  the  patients. 

During  the  year  the  service  was  provided  to  125  patients, 
involving  a  total  of  1,813  case  weeks. 


Chiropody  Service 

This  service  is  for  the  time  being  limited  to  the  aged 
physically  handicapped  and  expectant  mothers.  The  service 
is  free  and  is  provided  mainly  in  the  clinics,  where  sessions 
were  held  during  the  year  on  a  four  weekly  basis,  as  follows  : —

Ambulance  Service  transport  is  provided  where  necessary 
to  take  patients  to  the  clinic  for  treatment.  Domiciliary 
treatment  may  be  provided  on  the  recommendation  of  a 
medical  practitioner,  health  visitor,  midwife  or  district  nurse 
in  cases  where  the  patient  is  unable,  for  medical  reasons,  to 
visit  the  clinic. 


In  addition  to  the  service  provided  in  the  clinics,  a  chiropodist 
makes  a  monthly  visit  to  the  two  old  people’s  homes  in  the 
Borough,  Grangethorpe  and  Harry  Lord  House,  and  during 
the  year  a  total  of  248  treatments  were  given  to  85  person^’ 
at  these  two  Homes.

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SECTION  29  -  HOME  HELP  SERVICE 


The  services  of  a  Home  Help  are  available  to  expectant 
mothers,  either  for  a  confinement  at  home  or  in  hospital  ;  to 
families  deprived  of  the  mother’s  care  due  to  her  illness,  or  in 
cases  where  there  is  other  illness  in  the  family  and  assistance 
for  the  housewife  is  considered  necessary  ;  and  to  sick  or  aged 
persons  living  alone  who  are  unable  to  look  after  themselves. 
The  majority  of  Home  Helps  are  now  employed  in  the  care 
of  the  aged  in  their  own  homes,  and  this  forms  an  extremely 
im.portant  part  of  the  service.  The  Home  Help  carries  out 
all  the  domestic  work  which  would  normally  be  done  by  the 
housewife,  who  she  is  in  effect  replacing.  She  is,  therefore, 
expected  to  keep  the  house  clean  and  tidy,  prepare  meals, 
carry  out  the  shopping,  do  the  household  laundry,  look  after 
the  children,  and  attend  to  any  sick  person  so  far  as  one  would 
expect  the  ordinary  housewife  so  to  do.  Duties  involving  a 
knowledge  of  nursing  techniques  are  not  expected  of  her. 

The  majority  of  Home  Helps  are  part-time  employees  who 
work  under  the  general  direction  of  the  Home  Help  Organiser 
and  her  Assistant.  The  duties  of  the  Home  Help  Organiser 
and  her  Assistant  include  the  recruitment,  supervision  and 
training  of  Home  Helps,  assessing  the  amount  of  help  required 
in  households,  allocation  of  work  and  investigating  the 
financial  circumstances  of  applicants  for  the  service  in  order 
to  assess  their  ability  to  pay  towards  the  cost  in  accordance 
with  an  approved  scale. 

One  Home  Help  Organiser,  one  Assistant  Home  Help 
Organiser,  two  full-time  Home  Helps  and  1 8 1  part-time  Home

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Evening  and  Night  Helps 

Home  Helps  may  be  provided  outside  the  normal  working 
hours  in  cases  of  emergency,  and  this  is  of  great  assistance  in 
providing  for  the  home  care  of  the  aged.  Evening  helps  are 
engaged  to  pay  a  visit  in  the  late  evening  in  order  to  assist  the 
elderly  infirm  to  bed  and  to  ensure  that  they  are  comfortable 
for  the  night.  This  service  is  usually  allocated  to  the  very 
infirm,  where  the  risk  of  accidents  in  the  home  is  considered 
to  be  rather  high. 

Evening  help  was  provided  in  only  one  case,  and  237  evening 
visits  were  made  during  the  year. 


A  night  help  is  intended  to  cover  emergencies  and  may  be 
provided  to  sit  up  with  a  sick  person  who  would  otherwise  be 
left  alone  during  the  night.  Help  of  this  nature  is  provided 
usually  when  there  are  no  relatives  or  in  order  to  relieve  a 
relative  of  the  strain  of  sitting  up  during  the  night  for  pro¬ 
longed  periods.  There  was  one  case  requiring  night  help  during 
the  year,  two  night  attendances  being  made. 


MENTAL  HEALTH  ACT,  1959 
Mental  Health  Services 

Under  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959,  the  problems  of  mental 
illness  are  approached  in  much  the  same  way  as  with  other 
illnesses,  and  an  increasing  burden  of  responsibility  for  the 
care  and  after-care  of  patients  in  their  own  homes  falls  upon 
the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  employed  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority.  These  Officers  make  regular  visits  offering  help 
and  guidance  to  patients,  mainly  at  the  request  of  general 
practitioners,  but  in  many  cases  at  the  request  of  hospital 
authorities  for  the  after-care  of  patients  who  have  been  dis¬ 
charged  from  hospital. 

The  Mental  Welfare  Officers  work  in  close  co-operation 
with  general  practitioners  in  dealing  with  arrangements  for 
the  admission  of  patients  to  hospital  for  treatment,  in  the  case 
of  both  informal  and  compulsory  emergency  admissions. 
They  also  maintain  a  close  liaison  with  the  hospitals,  and 
regularly  attend  the  psychiatric  clinic  held  at  Stretford  Memorial 
Hospital. 

The  part-time  services  of  the  four  Mental  Welfare  Officers 
employed  by  the  County  Council  Health  Division  No.  16  are 
available  in  the  Borough. 
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Training  Centres 

There  are  two  Training  Centres  in  the  area  providing  facilities 
for  the  training  of  the  mentally  sub-normal  resident  in  the 
Stretford,  Urmston  and  Irlam  districts.  The  administration 
of  these  centres  has  not  been  delegated,  however,  and  remains 
the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council  Health  Division 
No.  16. 


Delamere  House  Junior  Training  Centre,  Stretford.  This  is 
a  fifty-place  centre  offering  modern  facilities  for  the  training 
of  mentally  handicapped  children  up  to  the  age  of  16  years. 
Transport  facilities  are  provided  to  and  from  the  centre  daily, 
supervision  en-route  being  provided  by  a  guide  specially 
appointed  for  the  purpose. 


Meadowside  Adult  Training  Centre,  Urmston.  This  purpose 
built  centre  was  opened  in  January  1963,  and  provides  sixty 
places  for  the  training  of  mentally  handicapped  adults  of  both 
sexes.  The  type  of  training  given  varies  with  the  ability  of  the 
trainee,  ranging  from  such  simple  repetitive  tasks  as  folding 
circulars  for  distribution,  bundling  firewood  for  resale,  to  more 
complicated  joinery,  assembly  work,  machining  and  needle- 
craft. 

A  number  of  contracts  have  been  obtained  with  local  firms 
covering  such  activities  as  the  production  of  bird-houses, 
birds’  feeding  tables,  umbrella  assembly,  tray  assembly  and  the 
packaging  of  many  articles. 

Most  trainees  are  conveyed  by  special  bus  to  and  from  the 
centre,  but  those  who  are  able  to  do  so  are  encouraged  to 
travel  by  public  transport  as  an  integral  part  of  their  training. 
Each  trainee  receives  a  modest  payment  weekly  and  an  incen¬ 
tive  bonus  system  is  in  operation. 


Guardianship

WELFARE  SERVICES  FOR  THE  HANDICAPPED 

(a)  General  Classes 

A  scheme  for  the  welfare  of  handicapped  persons  (general 
classes)  provides  a  range  of  services  available  to  any  person 
who  is  substantially  and  permanently  handicapped  by  any 
disability  other  than  a  defect  of  hearing  or  sight  (whose  welfare 
is  provided  for  under  separate  schemes).  A  comprehensive 
register  of  all  such  handicapped  persons  is  maintained,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  161  persons  on  the  register, 
classified  according  to  age  and  disability. 

During  1967  adaptations  to  the  houses  of  twelve  registered 
handicapped  persons  were  carried  out,  free  of  charge,  to 
mitigate  the  effects  of  their  disabilities. 

Eight  handicapped  persons  were  sent  on  holiday  to  the 
Holiday  Camp  at  Caister-on-Sea.  Six  persons  went  on  the 
communal  holiday  at  Prestatyn  Holiday  Camp  and  three  were 
sent  to  other  homes. 

Distinguishing  badges  are  issued  for  fixing  to  the  windscreen 
and  rear  windows  of  cars  whose  drivers  are  severely  handi¬ 
capped,  in  an  endeavour  to  ease  their  traffic  and  parking 
difficulties.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  32  severely  dis¬ 
abled  drivers  to  whom  badges  had  been  issued  under  this 
scheme. 

Facilities  for  the  tuition  and  practice  of  handicrafts  are 
provided  through  the  services  of  the  Occupational  Therapist 
who  is  employed  by  Lancashire  County  Health  Division  No. 
16.  The  number  of  handicapped  persons  visited  at  home  for 
instruction  in  occupational  therapy  was  37  the  total  number  of 
visits  being  97.  A  handicraft  centre  was  also  held  weekly  at 
Victoria  Park  School  and  this  was  attended  by  22  handicapped 
persons. 

The  Stretford  and  District  Handicapped  People’s  Club  was 
organised  during  1963,  on  a  voluntary  basis,  to  provide  a 
social  centre  for  handicapped  persons  resident  in  the  Borough. 
The  Club  has  continued  to  thrive  and  regular  meetings  have 
been  held  on  Monday  evenings  at  Moss  Park  School.  A  varied 
programme  of  social  activities  has  been  organised  and  the 
Club  has  been  well  attended,  the  total  membership  being  80 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Ambulance  service  transport  was 
provided  for  a  number  of  members  who  were  unable  to  travel 
on  public  service  vehicles,  and  voluntary  cai  transport  was 
also  provided  in  a  number  of  cases.

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Welfare  Services  for  the  Handicapped 
(b)  Blind  and  Partially  Sighted  Persons 

The  County  Council’s  Welfare  Services  for  Blind  and 
Partially  Sighted  Persons  are  provided  under  a  scheme  made 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  29  and  30  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  The  administration  of  these 
services  in  respect  of  residents  in  the  Borough  has  been 
delegated  to  the  Borough  Council  since  1st  April,  1962. 

In  this  area,  the  day  to  day  operation  of  the  scheme  is 
carried  out  through  the  agency  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford 
Blind  Aid  Society,  74,  Great  Bridgewater  Street,  Manchester, 
to  which  the  Home  Teacher  of  the  Blind  is  seconded  for  duty. 


Brief  details  of  the  scheme  are  given  as  follows  : — 


1.  Register  of  Blind  and  Partially  Sighted  Persons 

The  scheme  requires  that  a  register  should  be  kept  of  blind 
persons  and  also  a  register  of  partially  sighted  persons,  and  as 
a  condition  for  obtaining  services  under  the  scheme  an 
applicant  must  be  on  one  or  other  of  these  registers.  Persons 
who  are  referred  for  registration  are  visited  in  the  first  instance 
by  the  Home  Teacher  of  the  Blind  to  complete  preliminary 
details.  Arrangements  are  then  made  for  the  person  to  be 
examined  by  a  recognised  Opthalmologist,  the  fee  being  paid 
by  the  Authority. 

During  the  year  1967,  20  examinations  and  16  re-examina¬ 
tions  were  arranged.

2,  Visiting  of  Blind  and  Partially  Sighted  Persons 

When  persons  have  been  examined  and  are  included  in  one 
of  the  above-mentioned  categories  they  are  visited  regularly 
bv  the  Home  Teacher  of  the  Blind  whose  duties  include  : — 

(a)  Discovery  of  blind  or  partially  sighted  persons  and 
ascertainment  of  their  needs. 

(b)  The  visitation  of  blind  or  partially  sighted  persons  in 
their  homes  or  elsewhere  within  the  area  of  the  Council. 

(c)  Teaching  them  whenever  practicable  to  read  embossed 
literature. 

(d)  Instructing  them  in  simple  pastime  occupations  in 
their  homes  or  elsewhere  and  in  methods  of  over¬ 
coming  the  effects  of  their  disability. 

(e)  Generally  assisting  in  promoting  their  welfare. 

(f)  Advising  them  of  all  available  social  services. 

(g)  Paying  particular  attention  to  those  persons,  who  are 
also  suffering  from  some  other  form  of  handicap,  the 
nature  of  which  is  such  as  to  increase  the  disability  of 
blindness  or  partial  sight. 
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(h)  Organising  Social  Centres  and  Handicraft  Classes. 

(i)  Advising  the  blind  or  partially  sighted  persons  how  to 
claim  the  financial  assistance  to  which  they  are 
entitled  from  pensions  or  the  National  Assistance 
Board. 

3.  Workshops  for  the  Blind 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  a  number  of  blind 
persons  to  be  employed  in  Workshops  which  are  provided 
by  voluntary  agencies  for  the  blind.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
six  men  and  four  women  registered  in  the  Borough  were 
employed  in  the  workshops,  engaged  in  such  occupations  as 
machine  knitting,  brush-making,  mattress  making  and  shoe 
repairing. 

4.  Home  Employment 

Blind  persons  desirous  of  engaging  in  work  on  their  own 
account  may  be  assisted  by  having  their  earnings  augmented 
in  accordance  with  an  approved  scale.  One  person  was 
receiving  assistance  in  this  way  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

5.  Employment  in  Open  Industry 

Many  blind  persons  do  not  wish  to  be  employed  in  a  Work¬ 
shop  for  the  Blind  but  prefer  to  work  in  open  industry.  In 
appropriate  cases  steps  may  be  taken  in  consultation  with  the 
Disablement  Resettlement  Officer  from  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  and  the  Employment  Officer  of  the  Royal  National 
Institute  for  the  Blind  to  obtain  suitable  employment.

6.  General  Social  Welfare  of  the  Blind 
(a)  Library  Services 

Arrangements  are  made  for  the  loan  of  Braille  books 
through  the  National  Library  for  the  Blind. 
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Talking  books  are  supplied  througli  the  Nuffield  Talking 
Book  Library  for  the  benefit  of  blind  persons  who  have  been 
unable  to  learn  Braille.  Ten  persons  were  in  possession  of 
talking-book  reproducing  machines  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

(b)  Social  and  Handicraft  Centres 

Social  and  Handicraft  Centres  are  held  at  the  Civic  Theatre, 
Dorset  Street,  Stretford  on  the  following  days  : — 

Social  Centre  ...  Thursdays,  2-00  p.m.  to  4-00  p.m. 
Handicraft  Centre  ...  Tuesdays,  2-00  p.m.  to  4-00  p.m. 

The  Centres  have  proved  to  be  highly  successful  and  are 
very  well  attended. 

(c)  Facilities  for  Holidays 

Arrangements  may  be  made  for  the  provision  of  holidays 
for  blind  persons  of  one  or  two  weeks’  duration,  longer 
holidays  being  arranged  only  in  very  exceptional  circumstances. 

Applicants  are  assessed  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of 
the  holiday  in  accordance  with  the  scale  for  handicapped 
persons,  and  a  holiday  was  arranged  for  two  persons  under 
this  scheme  during  1967. 

7.  Residential  Accommodation  for  Aged  Blind  Persons 

For  various  reasons  it  is  found  in  some  cases  that  aged 
blind  persons  cannot  be  looked  after  satisfactorily  at  home  or 
they  may  be  living  alone  and  are  in  need  of  care  and  attention 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  21(l)(a)  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948.  In  such  cases  arrangements  may  be 
made  for  their  admission  to  Homes  for  the  Blind  managed  by 
Voluntary  Organisations.  Four  people  were  resident  in  such 
homes  during  1967.

NURSERIES  AND  CHILD  MINDERS  REGULATION  ACT, 

1948 

All  premises  used  as  day  nurseries  and  all  child  minders  as 
defined  in  this  Act  must  be  registered  and  comply  with  the 
standards  adopted  by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

These  standards  are  designed  to  prevent  overcrowding,  to 
ensure  that  adequate  facilities  are  available  and  in  general  to 
provide  for  the  health  and  safety  of  the  children.  Periodic 
inspections  are  carried  out  by  the  medical  staff  to  ensure  that 
the  conditions  of  registration  are  observed. 

There  were  seven  Registered  Child  Minders  in  the  Borough 
as  at  the  31st  December,  1967,  the  total  number  of  authorised 
child  places  being  46.  In  addition,  there  were  two  private 
Day  Nurseries,  providing  a  total  of  85  authorised  child-places, 
and  two  Pre-School  Play  Groups,  providing  a  total  of  40 
child-places.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  privilege  to  present  to  you  my  nineteenth  Annua! 
Report  in  connection  with  the  work  of  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  other  Departmental  Staff  and  also  in  relation 
to  the  activities  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Service.  Environmental 
conditions  play  a  part  of  paramount  importance  in  community 
life  and  any  relaxation  of  standards  would  have  far  reaching 
effects  and  result  in  impaired  health  and  suffering,  disease, 
morbidity  and  death.  Real  hazards  exist  in  unwholesome 
food,  contaminated  water,  milk,  ice  cream  and  infected  pre¬ 
pared  foods,  pollution  of  the  atmosphere,  defective  and 
misused  drainage  and  sanitary  conveniences,  unsatisfactory 
housing  conditions  with  over-crowding  and  consequent  lack  of 
amenities  and  squalor,  accumulation  of  refuse,  unhealthy  and 
dangerous  conditions  in  the  home,  shop,  office  and  factory. 
There  is  in  addition,  the  possibility  of  the  spread  of  disease  by 
human  carriers,  rodent  and  insect  pests  which  is  facilitated  by 
the  adverse  conditions  described  above. 

These  important  considerations  demand  that  the  resources 
of  technique  of  the  Department  must  be  constantly  directed  to 
improve  standards  of  hygiene,  safety  and  amenities  in  order  to 
promote  better  health  and  welfare  amongst  all  sections  of  the 
community.  The  scope  and  extent  of  the  various  duties  under¬ 
taken  to  achieve  these  aims  are  set  out  in  the  following  pages 
and  it  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  report  that  real  progress  has 
been  made  in  many  directions. 

Two  areas  of  activity  which  have  been  given  priority  by  the 
Council  arc  Clean  Air  and  Clearance  of  Unfit  Houses.  The 
programme  for  the  creation  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  is  well- 
advanced  and  their  boundaries  are  being  extended  into  Old 
Trafford.  The  cleanliness  of  the  atmosphere  was  brought  home 
to  members  of  the  Council  and  Officers  alike  on  the  occasion 
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of  the  official  opening  of  Stretford  House,  wliich  afforded  the 
opportunity  of  a  panoramic  view  from  some  200  feet  above 
ground  level.  Clearance  of  unfit  dwelhngs  continues  steadily 
and  by  1975  the  immediate  task  of  redeveloping  the  areas  of 
houses  unfit  for  human  habitation  will  have  been  accomplished 
by  the  erection  of  some  350  housing  units  per  annum  in  the 
meantime. 

The  activities  of  the  Cleansing  Department  have  been 
reviewed  during  the  year  and  some  reorganisation  of  methods 
has  been  achieved.  Savings  have  been  made  in  the  cost  of 
baling  paper  salvage  and  output  has  been  increased  by  the 
installation  of  new  equipment  which  is  proving  most  satis¬ 
factory  and  boosting  income  from  salvage  sales.  Elsewhere  in 
the  report  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  need  for  a  well-planned 
and  carefully  sited  Incineration  Plant  owing  to  the  scarcity  of 
land  for  tipping,  and  this  coincides  with  the  need  for  a  Central 
Depot  to  replace  Empress  Street  Depot,  which  is  threatened 
by  proposed  roadworks  within  the  next  seven  years. 

Administration  of  the  work  of  the  Department  has  been 
greatly  assisted  by  the  encouragement  from  members  of  the 
Council,  the  ready  co-operation  from  Officers  of  other  Depart¬ 
ments  and  the  support  of  a  loyal  team  of  colleagues  who  have 
given  their  best  throughout  the  year.

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(1)  ENVIRONMENT 

(a)  Factors  Prejudicial  to  Health 

In  such  a  thickly  populated  and  well-developed  district  as 
Stretford  constant  vigilance  is  required  to  avoid  many  factors 
prejudicial  to  health.  These  include  unsatisfactory  housing 
conditions,  overcrowding  of  houses  in  multiple  occupation, 
neglect  of  property  in  twilight  zones,  with  lack  of  or  inadequate 
amenities  leading  in  some  cases  to  squalor,  filth  and  disease. 
These  adverse  conditions  press  hardest  on  children  who  are 
exposed  to  hardship  and  in  extreme  cases  to  actual  physical 
danger.  The  “throw-away”  Society  in  which  we  live  is  reflected 
in  the  appearance  of  domestic  discards  on  open  land,  both 
public  and  private,  and  although  the  policy  of  the  Department 
has  stemmed  to  some  extent  the  flood  of  accumulated  waste, 
rubbish  is  still  dumped  in  passages  and  elsewhere  and  detracts 
from  neighbourhood  amenities  despite  prompt  and  repeated 
collections.  Old  motor  vehicles  are  being  abandoned  in  increas¬ 
ing  numbers  and  soon  rendered  worthless  by  the  attentions  of 
vandals  and  become  a  source  of  danger  to  children.  Danger  of 
food  infections  are  kept  to  a  minimum  by  regular  supervision 
of  food  premises  and  processes,  shops  and  food  vehicles,  but 
equal  care  needs  to  be  exercised  in  the  home  after  purchase  of 
food  commodities. 

Various  unsatisfactory  conditions  are  found  by  direct 
observation  of  your  Offlcers,  from  written  and  verbal  com¬ 
plaints  and  through  reports  from  Ward  Councillors  and  others. 
All  matters  concerning  defects,  disrepair,  and  departures  from 
hygienic  standards  are  investigated  promptly  with  a  view  to 
applying  a  remedy.  Direct  complaints  received  at  the  oflice 
and  investigated  during  the  year  are  tabulated  later  in  the 
report. 

(b)  Diversity  of  Duties 

With  the  passage  of  time  the  reason  for  visits  and  the  nature 
of  inspections  have  both  expanded.  This  has  arisen  as  a  result 
of  new  legislation  dealing  with  fresh  fields  of  activity  e.g.  the 
non-industrial  occupations,  or  spheres  of  work  where  new 
opportunities  have  been  given  to  improve  environmental  con¬ 
ditions  e.g.  clean  air.  Furthermore,  changes  in  community 
relations  have  given  rise  to  multiple  occupation  of  unsuitable 
premises  owing  to  the  inflow  of  immigrants  and  the  shortage 
of  housing  accommodation.  Invariably  the  need  for  proper 
standards  of  hygiene  is  not  understood  by  the  very  people  who 
are  likely  to  suffer  from  the  failure  to  establish  and  maintain 
such  standards.  This  has  led  to  a  diversity  of  duties  in  growing 
volume  attested  by  the  classified  summary  given  below.  For 
the  third  year  in  succession  the  total  of  visits  for  all  purposes 
has  exceeded  20,000. 
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(c)  Remedial  Action 

Whenever  conditions  are  found  to  be  prejudicial  to  the  health, 
welfare  or  safety  of  the  members  of  a  household  or  the  general 
pubhc,  notices  are  served  to  secure  the  abatement  of  unsatis¬ 
factory  conditions,  the  repair  of  defects  or  compliance  with 
bye  laws  and  regulations.  For  these  purposes  285  informal 
notices  were  served  during  the  year  but  it  was  also  found 
necessary  to  serve  many  Statutory  notices  where  delay  had 
been  occasioned  or  in  cases  of  serious  defects.  A  table  showing 
the  results  achieved  by  the  enforcement  work  of  the  staff  is 
shown  in  this  report  followed  by  a  table  which  gives  details  of 
Statutory  notices  served.

(b)  Food  Hygiene 

From  routine  inspections  of  food  premises  during  the  year, 
it  was  found  that  the  general  standard  of  food  hygiene  was  very 
satisfactory.  Very  few  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations,  1960,  were  discovered  but  in  one  case 
conditions  merited  the  institution  of  proceedings  and  a  suc¬ 
cessful  prosecution  resulted  in  the  imposition  of  fines  and 
costs  totalling  £41  5s.  Od.  The  use  of  the  Hotel  premises  in 
question  have  since  been  discontinued. 

(c)  Food  and  Drugs  Sampling 

The  scheme  to  avoid  overlapping  by  adjoining  local  authori¬ 
ties  in  the  sampling  of  food  and  drugs  continued  during  the  year 
under  review.  The  following  table  shows  that  140  samples  were 
purchased  and  only  10  of  these  showed  irregularities  of  com¬ 
position  or  labelling.

(e)  Food  Premises 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  food  premises  witliin 
the  Borough  totalled  437  and  inspections  showed,  in  the  vast 
majority  of  cases,  that  the  standard  of  hygiene,  construction 
and  condition  of  equipment  in  these  food  premises  was  satis¬ 
factory,  and  only  in  a  few  cases  were  conditions  found  to 
require  remedial  action.

(f)  Liquid  Egg  Pasteurisation 

There  is  one  plant  within  the  Borough  for  the  pasteurisation 
of  liquid  egg  and  since  it  was  first  commissioned  ten  years  ago 
every  sample  of  pasteurised  egg  has  been  reported  as  satis¬ 
factory.  During  the  year  under  review  16!such  samples  of  liquid 
egg  were  tested  by  the  Alpha- Amylase  Test  and  proved  to  be 
satisfactorily  pasteurised. 

No  difficulty  was  experienced  in  the  administration  of  the 
Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations,  1963,  in  the  fourth 
year  since  their  introduction.  No  instance  was  found  where 
liquid  egg  was  used  as  an  ingredient  in  the  preparation  of  food 
for  sale  unpasteurised,  except  where  removed  from  the  shell 
on  preparation  premises  and  used  forthwith  or  kept  at  a 
temperature  not  exceeding  50°F  and  used  within  24  hours. 

(3)  AIR  POLLUTION  CONTROL 
(a)  Measurement 

The  degree  of  air  pollution  is  measured  by  means  of  instru¬ 
ments  maintained  by  the  Standing  Conference  on  Air  Pollution 
(Region  South  West  from  Manchester)  and  this  work  has 
proceeded  for  more  than  twenty  years.  Levels  of  pollution  are 
falling  both  in  respect  of  visible  and  invisible  contaminants 
and  this  is  due  to  the  measures  taken  both  in  industry  and  on 
the  home  front.  Figures  furnished  in  the  following  tables  are 
based  upon  daily  measurements  of  the  concentrations  of  smoke 
and  sulphur  dioxide  and  it  will  be  clearly  seen  from  the  seasonal 
and  annual  trends  that  pollution  is  being  progressively  reduced.

(b)  Industrial  Programme 

Recorded  figures  show  a  progressive  improvement  in  the 
level  of  air  pollution  in  Trafford  Park  and  this  is  confirmed  by 
time  recorded  observations  of  emissions  from  industrial 
chimneys.  A  total  of  178  smoke  observations  were  taken  during 
the  year  but  only  8  contraventions  were  recorded.  Such 
infrequent  emissions  of  dark  smoke  which  do  occur  may  be 
associated  with  lighting  up  boiler  furnaces  from  cold  or  sudden 
unanticipated  demand  for  steam,  or  on  account  of  actual 
breakdown.  None  of  the  contraventions  noted  were  considered 
to  justify  prosecution. 
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Eleven  notifications  regarding  new  furnaces  were  received 
during  the  year  but  no  applications  for  prior  approval  of 
boiler  plant  were  made.  There  were  however,  five  instances  in 
which  plans  showing  new  chimneys  were  submitted.  An  altera¬ 
tion  in  chimney  height  was  required  in  one  case  and  as  full 
agreement  was  reached  all  five  applications  were  approved. 

(c)  Domestic  Smoke  Control 

The  Clean  Air  Programme  was  taken  nearer  to  completion 
during  the  year  when  6,448  visits  were  made  to  check  existing 
and  new  appliances  and  to  satisfy  the  conditions  for  grant  aid 
to  owners  and  occupiers  in  the  current  Smoke  Control  Areas. 
Ten  Orders  were  in  operation  before  the  end  of  the  year  and 
during  the  course  of  1967  Areas  Nos.  11  and  12  were  repre¬ 
sented  to  Town  Council.  These  added  a  further  339  acres  to 
the  area  already  covered  by  smoke  control  and  included  2,065 
premises  of  which  1,965  are  dwellinghouses.  From  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  programme  until  the  end  of  1967  approximately 
£220,000  have  been  paid  out  in  smoke  control  grants. 

(4)  HOUSING  CONDITIONS 

(a)  Standard  of  Existing  Property 

The  stock  of  inhabited  dwellings  at  the  end  of  1967  totalled 
18,842,  including  4,490  owned  by  the  Council  of  which  4 
houses  and  87  flats  were  erected  during  the  year.  The  majority 
of  the  14,352  dwellinghouses  in  private  ownership  are  in  a 
good  state  of  repair  but  it  was  found  necessary  to  inspect  2,067 
houses  for  housing  defects,  and  6,277  visits  were  made  for  this 
purpose  including  follow-up  visits  to  supervise  repairs.  Con¬ 
tinuing  action  is  being  taken  in  respect  of  substandard  prop¬ 
erties  and  a  programme  of  acquisition  by  compulsory  purchase 
for  demolition  and  redevelopment  has  been  formulated  by 
the  National  Building  Agency.  This  programme  caters  for  the 
erection  of  an  average  of  350  units  per  annum  up  to  1975  and 
will  furnish  new  homes  for  1562  families  at  present  living  in 
substandard  dwellinghouses. 

(b)  Clearance  of  Unfit  Dwellings 

During  the  period  under  review  Clearance  Areas  Nos.  40, 
41  and  42  were  represented  and  the  three  areas  included  321 
dwellings  and  other  buildings  which  were  considered  to  be 
unfit  for  human  habitation  or  by  reason  of  bad  arrangement 
dangerous  or  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants. 
Whereas  Areas  Nos.  41  and  42  have  been  confirmed.  Area 
No.  40  is  still  in  abeyance  owing  to  practical  difficulties  milita¬ 
ting  against  early  rehousing  of  the  families  to  be  displaced. 
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Action  taken  during  the  year  in  respect  of  previously  declared 
Clearance  Areas  involved  the  rehousing  of  525  individuals 
comprising  175  families  prior  to  the  demolition  of  the  same 
number  of  dwellings  which  had  been  confirmed  as  unfit 
following  local  Inquiries  into  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders. 

(c)  Improvement  of  Dwellinghouses 

There  are  very  few  houses  within  the  Borough  without  a 
fixed  bath  and  hot  water  supply  but  in  the  case  of  older  houses 
these  amenities  are  not  always  satisfactory  as  many  old  fixed 
baths  are  corroded  and  insanitary,  whilst  the  plumbing  leaves 
much  to  be  desired.  Following  the  issue  of  the  White  Paper 
“Our  Older  Homes”,  legislation  is  anticipated  which  will 
permit  local  authorities  to  require  more  realistic  improvement 
of  amenities  by  allowing  renewals  as  well  as  “first-time” 
provision  of  amenities.  This  would  open  the  way  for  renewal 
of  old  baths  and  the  provision  of  abundant  hot  water  through 
clean  air  firegrate  conversions.  The  position  regarding  water- 

closets  and  water  supply  is  adequate  but  more  than  2,500 
houses  are  provided  with  external  waterclosets  and  only  very 

gradually  are  internal  waterclosets  being  provided  with  the  aid 
of  grants.  Applications  during  the  year  for  Standard  Grants 
numbered  46  of  which  43  were  approved  for  improvement  to 
full  standard  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  work  had  been  com¬ 
pleted  in  40  cases. 

(5)  OFFICE,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT, 

1963 

(a)  Registration  and  General  Inspections 

Premises  at  which  assistants  work  less  than  twenty-one  hours 
per  week  in  the  aggregate  and  premises  run  as  family  businesses 
are  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act  whilst  H.M. 
Factory  Inspector  is  responsible  for  all  local  authority  and 
government  offices  and  offices  within  the  curtilage  of  factories. 

Consequently  the  Council’s  register  does  not  show  the  total 
number  of  premises  within  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  60  initial  inspections  of  premises  were  under¬ 
taken  and  185  revisits.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  total  of  registered 
premises  at  31st  December,  1967  as  shown  in  the  following 
table  was  599  of  which  496  have  received  general  inspections.

(6)  PEST  CONTROL 

A  regular  survey  and  treatment  of  industrial  and  commercial 
prernises  for  the  elimination  of  rats,  mice  and  insect  pests  was 
continued  during  the  year  by  way  of  undertakings  covering 
90  premises.  A  close  control  of  infestations  was  secured  by 
these  means  and  considerable  damage  to  foodstuffs  was  thereby 
prevented.  In  addition  complaints  of  surface  infestation  by 
rats  and  mice  were  dealt  with  promptly  and  the  expenditure 
was  recharged  on  a  time  and  materials  basis.  During  the  year 
the  problem  of  Warfarin  resistance  in  mice  assumed  greater 
proportions  and  became  evident  in  at  least  one-third  of  the 
infestations  dealt  with.  In  view  of  the  migration  of  mice  arising 
from  clearance  of  substandard  dwellings  special  attention  was 
given  to  infestations  in  the  redevelopment  areas.  In  particular 
a  survey  of  food  shops  was  undertaken  in  order  to  ensure 
early  detection  of  infestations  by  mice  in  addition  to  checking 
food  hygiene  standards.  New  methods  of  dealing  with  War¬ 
farin  resistant  mice  were  developed  by  the  Department  and 
were  so  successful  that  they  have  been  adopted  by  neighbour¬ 
ing  local  authorities.  The  time  has  come  when  the  general  sale 
of  mouse  Warfarin  packs  by  Chemists  and  Hardware  dealers 
should  be  prohibited  in  order  to  retard  the  development  of 
Warfarin  resistance  and  this  suggestion  has  been  forwarded  to 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

The  use  of  fluoracetamide  over  the  past 
three  years  has  furnished  very  satisfactory  results  using  the 
suspended  stockinette  bag  technique.  This  direct-acting  poison 
has  been  extremely  elfective  in  redevelopment  areas  so  that  no 
serious  rat  infestation  has  developed  in  the  Clifford  and  Corn- 
brook  Wards  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  new  shopping  precinct.

During  the  year  infestations  of  household  pests  were  found 
and  eliminated  in  123  cases  of  which  41  were  Council  dwellings. 
Prior  to  reletting  of  Council  houses  and  flats  to  fresh  tenants 
698  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  detecting  vermin 
infestations.

The  problem  of  feral  pigeons  is  increasing  and  it  is  being 
more  generally  realised  that  these  birds  represent  a  serious 
threat  to  public  health  owing  to  the  possibility  of  transmission 
of  disease  and  the  destruction  of  large  quantities  of  foodstuffs 
beyond  the  quantities  actually  consumed  by  these  wild  birds. 
Energetic  measures  have  been  taken  during  the  year  and  in 
September,  1967  a  large  scale  exercise  was  initiated  to  cover 
the  whole  of  the  dock  area  for  which  the  co-operation  of 
Manchester,  Salford  and  the  Ministry  was  secured.  The  exer¬ 
cise  was  based  upon  the  use  of  narcotics  with  subsequent 
humane  gassing  of  the  birds  which  were  taken  and  the  total 
dealt  with  amounted  to  2,114  pigeons.  In  addition  traps  were 
used  within  the  Borough  and  the  annual  total  of  wild  pigeons 
amounted  to  732  birds  taken. 

(7)  PUBLIC  SAFETY 

(a)  Dangerous  Structures 

Amongst  the  older  properties  of  the  Borough  danger  and 
instability  of  structures  arises  from  time  to  time  owing  to 
storm  damage  or  to  subsidence.  For  the  protection  of  the 
public  prompt  action  requires  to  be  taken  to  remedy  dangerous 
structures,  notably  leaning  yard  boundary  walls,  defective 
chimney  stacks,  chimney  flaunching  and  pots,  broken  and 
insecure  eavesgutters  and  down  spouts  and  overhanging  slates. 
During  the  course  of  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  serve  Statu¬ 
tory  Notices  on  seven  occasions  and  in  every  case  early 
compliance  with  the  Notice  was  secured. 

(b)  Storage  of  Petroleum 

During  the  year  98  routine  inspections  of  stores  for  petrol¬ 
eum  spirit  and  mixtures  were  undertaken  by  the  Department. 
In  all  cases  the  arrangements  for  underground  tanks,  storage 
cabinets  and  fire  proof  stores  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
The  installation  of  new  tanks,  suction  lines,  pumps  and  elec¬ 
trical  equipment  were  found  to  be  satisfactory  upon  examina¬ 
tion  and  satisfactory  air  pressure  tests  were  applied  when  new 
tanks  were  fitted.  There  were  123  installations  inspected  of 
which  storage  licences  were  renewed  and  the  licence  fees 
amounted  to  £123  10s.  Od.  The  regulations  regarding  the  con¬ 
veyance  of  petroleum  spirit  by  road  were  carefully  observed 
and  delivery  to  the  filling  stations  of  petroleum  spirit  was 
undertaken  with  due  care  and  without  any  untoward  incidents. 

(c)  Explosives 

It  is  again  reported  that  there  are  no  stores  of  explosives 
within  the  Borough  apart  from  small  quantities  which  are 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the  Explosives  Act.  During  the 
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course  of  the  year  59  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of 
fireworks  and  “shop  goods”  and  the  various  shopkeepers  were 
given  information  concerning  precautions  to  be  taken  and  the 
requirements  governing  the  storage  of  fireworks. 

(d)  Public  Hire  Taxis 

The  number  of  taxi  cabs  licensed  to  ply  for  hire  within  the 
Borough  is  restricted  to  16  and  all  vehicles  submitted  came  for 
annual  inspection  and  testing  for  road  worthiness  and  were 
found  very  suitable.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  representa¬ 
tions  were  made  by  proprietors  regarding  the  unsuitability 
of  certain  stands  and  as  a  result  4  new  stands  were  recom¬ 
mended  for  a  trial  period,  with  a  view  to  ensuring  a  better 
taxi  service.  In  view  of  the  heavy  demand  for  taxis  at  the  three 
sports  grounds  the  practice  of  issuing  special  licences  toowners 
of  Hackney  Carriages  licensed  elsewhere  than  in  Stretford,  was 
continued. 

(e)  Public  Mortuary 

During  the  year  1967,  121  bodies  were  received  into  the 
public  mortuary  at  the  direction  of  the  County  Police.  The 
high  standard  of  management  of  the  mortuary  was  maintained 
owing  to  the  invaluable  service  of  the  attendant  and  the 
facilities  for  post-mortem  examinations  were  extended  by  the 
provision  of  extra  equipment.  The  certified  causes  of  death 
are  summarised  in  the  following  table: —

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(8)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

(a)  Refuse  Collection 

Throughout  the  year  the  Department  achieved  the  prompt 
and  regular  removal  of  solid  waste  from  dwellinghouses  and 
shops.  Not  onlywas  a  regular  weekly  collection  maintained  but 
the  day’s  work  was  completed  on  each  day  by  all  teams.  This 
resulted  in  a  “same  day  same  time”  collection  which  has  been 
a  feature  of  the  Department’s  work  for  many  years.  A  twice- 
weekly  collection  has  been  afforded  to  many  food  shops  and  to 
tower  blocks  of  flats,  whilst  the  separate  collection  of  paper 
salvage  from  many  shops  and  from  dwellings  in  con¬ 
firmed  Smoke  Control  Areas  was  continued. 

The  bulk  container  collection,  which  shows  savings  over  the 
standard  dustbin  method,  was  extended  by  the  issue  of  34  extra 
containers.  Each  of  these  holds  20  cubic  feet  of  waste  and  is 
emptied  mechanically  by  the  driver  and  one  ashbinman.  Their 
work  output  per  day  is  equivalent  to  a  four  man  team  handling 
standard  dustbins,  and  for  this  reason  the  method  will  be 
further  extended  and  will  be  introduced  into  collection  arrange¬ 
ments  at  the  new  shopping  precinct  at  present  in  building. 
Changing  circumstances  have  brought  the  rounds  to  a  position 
where  they  need  to  be  reviewed  and  collection  arrangements 
are  to  be  rationalised  by  telescoping  the  collection  rounds 
(saving  the  cost  of  one  vehicle)  in  preparation  for  improved 
productivity  by  way  of  an  incentive  bonus  scheme. 

During  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1968  the  volume 
of  work  completed  by  the  eight  collection  teams  represented 
6,214  vehicle  loads  giving  a  total  weight  of  17,286  tons  10  cwts. 
This  resulted  from  1,080,971  standard  bin  emptyings,  10,463 
bulk  container  loads  and  the  collection  of  refuse  in  2,704  paper 
sacks.  During  the  same  period  1,950  dustbins  were  renewed 
and  34  additional  bulk  containers  were  issued  on  hire. 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal 

The  final  disposal  of  more  than  20,000  tons  of  house  and 
trade  refuse  was  achieved  by  controlled  tipping  on  land  at 
Poplar  Meadows  using  earth-moving  equipment  for  trimming 
and  levelling  the  bays  of  refuse  and  for  covering  the  surface 
to  permit  biological  changes  in  the  mass  of  solid  waste  thus 
rendering  it  inoffensive.  These  operations  engaged  the  hyd¬ 
raulic  shovel  for  a  total  of  2,000  hours  and  the  tracked  bull¬ 
dozer  for  1,000  hours.  The  amount  of  land  available  is  limited 
and  some  12  acres  will  be  required  to  accommodate  a  proposed 
new  ring  road.  Despite  the  recent  purchase  of  a  further  26  acres 
of  tipping  land  immediately  adjoining  the  existing  controlled 
tip  it  is  now  seen  to  be  imperative  to  consider  a  change  of 
disposal  method,  and  one  which  will  reduce  the  bulk  of  waste 
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material  and  thereby  conserve  space  available  for  final  dis¬ 
posal.  The  disposal  method  best  calculated  to  achieve  these 
aims  is  Direct  Incineration  which  will  enable  more  trade  and 
industrial  waste  to  be  handled  (at  appropriate  charges). 
Methods  of  utilising  the  immense  quantities  of  heat  produced 
by  this  method  are  at  present  being  investigated  with  a  view 
to  choosing  a  suitable  site.

Only  two  changes  in  the  staffing  position  occurred  during 
the  year  and  these  were  brought  about  by  the  promotion  of  the 
newly-qualified  pupil  to  a  vacant  post  of  District  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  secondly  by  the  resignation  of  a  Housing
